COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: We will continue the hearing of Affidavits on 
behalf of the Allgemeine-SA. The defense having submitted summaries of the affidavits 
in German and English the Commission will proceed to receive the summaries. 

DR. ASCHENAUER: I have submitted excerpts from the affidavits in German 
and English in order to have them shown on the record. Therefore I need only summar- 
ize the affidavits as groups and now turn to Group A which includes Affidavits No. 19 
to 24 inclusive and concerns itself with the purpose or the origin of the SA because 
of the terror of the Marxist organizations. 

Affidavit by Emil Maurice. (19) 

There had hardly been any political meeting of the non-Marxist parties that was not 
disturbed by radical leftist elements more or less and turned into riots and fist 
fights. In order to promote a spirit of comradeship among the men of the Ordnungsdienst 
they were given opportunity to participate in gymnastic and sport events. The 
Ordnungsdienst was given the name, "Turn und Sportabteilung"; out of this the later 

SA developed. Members of the "Turn und Sportabteilung" were upon occasions used as 


groups for protecting meetings, and thus they were able to support the relatively 
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too weak Order Police. In this manner our meetings could be carried on undisturbed, 
together with the Ordnungsdienst and intended disturbances could be prevented, 

COMMISSTONER TAYLOR: Is there any objection to the affidavit of Emil 
Maurice as submitted by the defense? 

MR. BARRINGTON: No objection. 

COMMISSTONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Allgemeine-SA No. 19

Affidavit by Bruno Raabe. (20) 

This affidavit verifies the strength of the Leftist organizations that originally 
were for the development of the SA. In this affidavit it says: "The Spartakusbund, 
from which the so-called "Red Army," with proletarian groups of one hundred men each 
were developed, kindled the riots among other political reasons, for the purpose of 
attaining the reinstatement of the "Arbeiter - und Soldatenraete" by the Government 
that had been dixsolved.by this man Neske, However, the Left Radicalist groups con- 
tinued to exist. Red Turn-und-Sport clubs developed from the Spartakusbund with so- 

dispersing 

called mixinuxiwx commandoes. It was their task to disperse meetings of political 
opponents and to rule the streets by force. 

MR. BARRINGTON: Perhaps Dr. Aschenauer could tell us what position Bruno 
Raabe held. 

DR. ASCHENAUER: He was an Obersturmbannfuehrer in the SA in the Province 
of Brandenburg. 

MR. BARRINGTON: Does he state in the affidavit what qualifications he 
has for knowing the organization of the spprtakusbund? 

DR. ASCHENAUER: Yes. Because he always lived in this district he knew 
about everts that occurred there. All affidavits always give information that the 


individuals themselves personally experienced. They mention only what they have / 
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actually experienced, 

MR. BARRINGTON: You will observe, Sir, that the summary of No. 20 
goes a bit further than personal experience. It talks about the organization of the 
Spartakusbund and its purposes which involves some inside knowledge of that organ- 
ization. I don't say the witness doesn't have that but I think it ought to be on 
the record that he probably is speaking of matters not of his direct knowledge. 

DR. ASCHENAUER: The name Neske is mentioned in this affidavit. This man 
Bruno Raabe who testifies, lived in the Berlin Area and himself personally exper- 

bourgeoisie and 

ienced any clashes between the/Leftist elements and Spartakusbund and Red Front 
organization. Therefore he himself is personally qualified to testify as to the 
tasks, purposes, and aims of this organization. Anyone who lived in Germany at 
that time and anyone who was politically interested can give information about the 
setup and organization of these Leftist Groups. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Does that clarify the matter in your mind, Mr. 
Barrington? 

MR. BARRINGTON: My observation is on the record, 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the record show the objection of the Prosecution 
to the affidavit of Bruno Raabe and let the affidavit be marked Allgemeine-SA No. 20 
for identification.

Affidavit by Hans Zoeberlein, (21) 
This affidavit in connection with the following ones, proves that the 

Communistic elements had spread their terroristic system over the entire Reich. 
In this affidavit it says, "In October 1922 I had come by special train from Munich 
to the German Rally of the Voelkischen Verbaende from the entire Reich to Coburg. 


At the station already, we were received by a crying, threatening mass of people. 


From the threats that I heard T gathered that we would be killed if we would take S 
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part in the meetings. It was impossible to reach the meeting place because this too 
was also besieged by a threatening mass. The inhabitants of Coburg said that kx 
they were Marxists, who had been ordered to come here for the purpose of creating dis- 
turbances and had come here by train from kr Thueringen. It was only possible for 
us to reach the meeting place in a closed group, led by the police. When we were 
then escorted to our billets in a similar fashion, we were attacked by all sides by 
the masses of idlers, who had evidently been incited to do so. 

On the first of May, 1923, after the May Day celebration, I was attacked about 
5:00 P.M., while on a walk with my wife and our perambulator by 20 or 30 Marxists, 
who cursed me although I was in civilian clothes and did not wear any badge as an 
SA man. 

I was knifed in the back and bled heavily. Other passers by, who were indignant 
about this, were also beaten and threatened. Who was the attacker in the political 
fight, the real terrorists? It was they who got their information from the placards 
posted in every part of the city, on every corner and wall by the Communistic press 
and adhered to the slogan of hatred, "Hit the Fascists wherever you meet them." 

Contrary to this propaganda of incitement, the fact is significant that we were 
punished if we just carried arms. I know of several cases in which SA men of my 
group were excluded from the NSDAP because they carried arms, although they had not 
made any use of them. 

On May 25, 1937, a troop of the 7 SA men, with which I was, was attacked and 
beaten down in Munich on its way to a meeting by two to three hundred Communists and 
men of the Reichsbanner. The political investigation showed that the SA men did not 


carry any arms at all. This incident gave rise to the fact that the Bavarian Govern- 


ment prohibited the rally of the Reichsbanner that had been planned in Munich for 


the beginning of June. Numerous Communists and Reichsbanner men were convicted with 


penal servitude and prison sentences as a result of the trial on the Hirschmann case 
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that lasted several days. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Are there any objections to the affidavit of Hanz 
Zeeberlein as submitted by the Defense? 

MR. BARRINGTON: No objections.

Affidavit of August Gerspacher. (22) 
This affidavit proves that the terror of the Leftist organizations did not 


even abate in the year 1929. In this affidavit it says in the autumn of 1929 about 


LO SS men of Coburg took part in a meeting in Schney near Lichtenfals. The speaker 


was the National Socialist Schemm from Beyreuth. Numerous adherents of the Leftist 
Party had assembled in the hall where the meeting was taken place. The speaking had 
hardly begun when the cries of "Push Him Downt" were heard, and "Kill Him." The 
deputy of the Landtagg Frans Klingler from Coburg who was a member of the Leftist 
Party jumped on to the speaker's rostrum - one of his adherents accompanied him and 
made the speaker fall down. This was the sign for the general attack that seemed 
to have been prepared on the meeting. Egg jugs, glasses and bricks were thrown on 
the stage where the Coburg SA men had lined up. Several SA men were injured. The 
rest defended themselves and threw the opponents from the hall. Klingler jumped 
through the window on to the street. The riot squad of the police then had been 
called and escorted the SA men from Coburg out of the village. In 1940 as far as 

I remember, it was again in the Auturmn, I witnessed the National Socialist Schwede 
speaking during the discussion at a Social Democrat meeting in the Hall of the 
Hofbrauhaus in Coburg. The calls that were interspersed by the opponents were so 
strong that he had to stop speaking. The National Socialists present began to 
sing the "Deutschlandlied." At that time, too, the official National Anthen was 


sung and thereupon the Reds threw themselves upon us and raged; fist fighting ensued, 
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COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Any objection to the affidavit of August Gerspacher 
as submitted by the Defense? 

MR. BARRINGTON: No objection.

Affidavit of Ernst Frenzel. (23) 
This affidavit proves that terror also ruled in Thueringia. In this affidavit 

it says "For many years the German Schillerbund had existed in the Rhineland. Within 
the wrk of this Bund the young people of German's higher school and of the German 
schools abroad, met every year in order to witness the Schillerbund festival plays 
during a period of about four weeks, ^t the end of every festival week the young 
people who participated in it paraded, carrying torches. This parade ended in a 
tribute of the young people to Goethe and Schiller in front of their monument. In 
1918 to 1925, these processions were often disturbed and disbanded by Left Radicalist 
organizations, The young people, who were strangers in the town, then wandered through 
the city without being able to find their quarters during the night. Many participants 
were injured in the course of these acts of terror. Gradually protective commandoes 
were organized fran the ranks of the local young people of Weimar's higher schools, 
who united themselves in student organizations in the course of time. The continued 
political force that compelled the young people, especially at the time of the national 
meeting of 1919, to participate in all social democrat festivities for the republic, 
included more and more young people in this student's organization. More and more, 
the non-local young people placed themselves under the protection of this organ- 
ization because it offered the only possibility that the participants of the 


Schillerbund festival place, among which there also was a considerable number of 


young Women, Could be escorted safely at night to their quarters. Gradually the 
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national political parties also availed themselves of the protection of this youth 
organization for political meetings that were continually threatened and disturbed 
by the leftist radical circles. More and more the Nationally minded working youth 
also joined this organization. When Adolf Hitler came to Weimar for the first time, 
I believe it was in 1926, his meetings and his quarters were protected by this youth 
organization. Thus, gradually the SA formed itself from this purely protective and 
defensive organization. 

COMMISSIONER TAYIOR: Are there any objections to the affidavit of Ernst 
Frenzel as submitted by the Defense? 

WR. BARRINGTON: No objections.

Affidavit of Georg Stalling (24) 

Contrary to the SA, the leftist organizations possessed arms with which they 
carried on their terror against the SA. I quote from the affidavit. "I remember 
exactly how tense the political situation was inside Germany before 1933.  Prepar- 
ations for civil war could be recognized at many places. In the autum of 1932, for 
example, five tons of explosives were stolen by members of the legal Red Front 
Soldiers' organization (called camoflauged "The Friends') from the quarries in 
Koenigsbrueck. The theft was discovered by the criminal Kommissar Mr. Roellig of 
the police president's office of Dresden. (Roellig was at that time member of the 


social democratic party.) It was further found out that the main perpetrator of 


the crime, Messerklinger, of Koenigsbrueck (member of the Red Front soldiers 


organization) made bombs and hand grenades from the explosives, and passed them on 
to members of the Red Front Soldiers! organization that had been dissolved for the 
protection of the public for the purpose of organizing an attack against the SA and 


its leaders. Criminal Roellig had sx seized and secured the weapons together with 
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a fireworks expert of the police institute of Dresden. A charge was made by the 
Reichsgericht on the grounds of a crime committed in breach of the explosive laws 
through counsel of State Werner. Those concerned were sentenced on grounds of 
having committed crimes against the explosive laws and on the grounds of having 
committed an attack on the life of people who were of a different political conviction 
with penal servitude. One of the offenders who had been indicted along with the 
others by the name of Goeder of Rodeberg had already in July 1932 thrown a hand 
grenade through an open window into the room on the occasion of a Steelhelmet meet- 
ing in the Schuetsenhaus in Radeborg were the meeting was taking place. Fortunately 
the fuse did not work. In my remembrance Goeder who was in both cases convicted as 
the main offender was given a sentence of fifteen years penal servitude." 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Are there any objections to the affidavit of Georg 
Stalling as submitted by the Defense? 

WR. BARRINGION: Here again I would like Dr, Aschenauer to explain how 
the witness comes by his knowledge of the facts which he states. 

DR. ASCHENAUER: This man is a native of the district where the organ- 
ization called "The Friends", that is the Red Front Veterans', carried on its 
work in 1932. Stalling is an old SA man who entered the SA before 1932 and him- 
self experienced these things. This mio is clearly shown by the fact that he 
speaks of an attack carried out by the Red Front in the Schuetsenhaus in Radeborg 


on the occasion of a Steelhelmet meeting. 


MR. BARRINGTON: Subject to my comment on the probative value of this 


affidavit I have no further objection.

the SA. 
Affidavit of Georg Schneider (25) 

Although the Leftist organizations were armed, the SA was not trained in a 
military fashion. In this affidavit it says, "Concerning the training of the SA it 
had contrary to the Einwohnerwehr and organization 'Ravaria and the Reich! nothing 
to do with a military or pre-military training. It endeavored to realize a general 
physical training, and strengthening of the mind of its members, so that it could 
cope with the tasks of meeting protection, and defend itself against the opponents 
who were usually armed, and also by means of propaganda on the occasion of rallies, 
parades, etc, This is proof that they did not want to carry out any military trein- 
ing, nor carried it out, because officers even of a higher rank were not used as 
leaders for the purpose of this training, but as political soldiers they were lined 
up as ordinary men along with the others. 

Intentions of aggression and attack itself were always to be found on the side 
of the Leftist radical elements while the SA was a purely defensive organization by 
reason of the existing conditions, An attack would in itself have been senseless 
because the protection of meetings was carried out without arms, and every SA man 
who attended a meeting with arms was threatened with being excluded." 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Is there any objection to the affidavit of Georg 
Schneider submitted by the defense? 

YR. BARRINGTON: No objection.

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Affidavit by Heinrich Crefeld (27) 


The signal sturms were non-military in character too, The affidavit contains 
the following important sentences: "Aside from the normal SA duties, sport, collect- 
ive actions, rallies, etc., it was the task of the Signal SA to train its members 
technically. Intent and purpose of this training was to be able to help party and 
authorities on the occasion of large sport festivals and rallies (lst of May,) as 
well as in any catastrophies in the communication of information. There was no 
wireless service because the SA did not have any broadcasting license. Wireless 
was strictly forbidden by the superior SA leadership. Therefore, no apparatus was 
available for wireless. The SA also did not have any carrier pigeons, The technical 
work cqicerned itself with the training in the construction of telephones and tele- 
graph service, as well as with carrier dogs that were privately owned up to 1938. 
Beginning with 1938 the technical service was extended by means of the signal 
certificate by sending and receiving of Morse codes. Because of a lack of technical 
apparatus and listening rooms very unsatisfactory results were attained in this 
field up to 1939. . 

The SA group Nether Rhine supplied us with the technical apparatus and table. 
The apparatus was old fashioned and defective and without energy sources, so that 
private means had to be raised in order to be able to carry out any practical work 
at all. The technical training of the SA men failed first because of the insuff- 
icient and poor apparatus, second, because of a lack of time needed for a technical 
training. 

For these reasons that were especially known to the Wehrmacht officers, the 
service command refused to muster as SA men with a signal certificate or technical 
training for a signal unit. This was known to the SA members." 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Is there any objection to the affidavit of Heinrich 


Crefeld as submitted by the Defense? 
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MR. BARRINGTON: No objections

Affidavit by Dr. Wilhelm Seydler (28) 

In the naval SA too training was non-military in character, I quote: "Its 
members were recruited for the greater part from members of. aquatic sport clubs 
or of people who had a love for aquatic sports. By far the majority of the 
Naval SA men were not in the party. Work in the Naval SA was of a purely sport 
character and had to be carried out in a strongly de-centralized manner, as the 
storms extended to a very large territory and could only be organized to united 
events with difficulty. The course included especially the following: rowing, 
sailing, swimming, life-saving, riding and steering of life saving manuevers, hand- 
ling of ropes, knots, repair and painting of boats, throwing of ropes, flagging 
and morse code, water route regulations, carrying of lights, regulations of passing, 
compass training, first aid, especially concerning life-saving. On the coast the 
Naval SA units were regularly employed in life-saving, working in close cooper- 
ation with the internationally known organization for saving of shipwrecked persons, 
Besides this, all forms of land sports and shooting with small caliber guns was 
carried on , 

The aquatic subjects were taught by means of text books that had been edited 
decades ago by German sailors and other aquatic organizations and used by them. 

Accordingly the equipment of the naval sturms also consisted of materials needed 
to carry on such a sport, row-boats, sail boats, motor boats, life savers, life 


saving bugys, rope, lassoes, flags, morse land, compasses, scaffolds, balls, etc. 


Every sturm used about one to five small caliber guns called shooting sport that 


had no military value at all. Aside from some small caliber pistols borne by 
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individual SA fuehrers and which were their personal belongings, these units had no 
arms at all, A training with arms in a military sense did not take place at all, 
The aquatic training with the Naval SA man cannot be compared in any way with 
the military training of the War Navy. Service in the Naval SA was directed towards 
aquatic efficiency while the service in the War Navy specialized itself after a 
short general training in more than twenty years of training. 
Neither several years membership to a Naval SA unit nor attendance at a Naval 
SA school, which usually lasted two to three weeks, was evaluated as preparation 
for the war navy. 
The head of the Reich school in Kiel was not a graduate of the war navy but 
of the merchant navy and had formerly been head of an aquatic sport training school. 
It only happened rarely for an SA man to join the war navy. As the war 
navy was recruited, especially among young volunteers, but the Naval SA accepted 
only men over eighteen years of age, this alone was reason for the fact that entry 
of the SA man into the war fleet was restricted to very individual cases. 
COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Is there any objection to the affidavit of Dr. 
Wilhelm Seydler as submitted b: the Defense? 
MR, BARRINGTON: No objection.

Affidavit by Karl Gerngross. (29) 
The Naval SA also did not have any old Kaempfer that carried out these 
original aims of the SA. I quote from this affidavit. "In this Sturm there was 
no a single-so-called old Kaempfer, that is, a man who belonged to the SA before 


1933, I myself had been a member of the Catholic Youth movement, almost all of 


whose members either entered the SA or the Hitler Youth, It also is a fact that 
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not a few former Communists belonged to the Sturm," 

COMMISSIONER TAYIOR: Is there any objection to the affidavit of Karl 
Gerngross as submitted by the Defense? 

MR. BARRINGTON: No objection. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Let the affidavit be marked Allgemeine SA No. 29 
for identification.

Affidavit by Wolfgang Gutekunst, (30) 

The pioneers or the Pioneer Sturms were non-military in character. I quote 
from this affidavit: "Participation of these people was very irregular because the 
rural craftsmen usually had to carry out their farm work on Sundays, The 
participation of the individual in doing duty had to be treated correspondingly 
loyal. Service itself could be said to have been harmless in every respect. During 
our duty we occupied ourselves with the building of emergency bridges. Hereby one 
has to consider that we had no building material of our own that had been the 
property of the SA. We also used our own tools which was property of every 
individual SA man. We were also employed to help during the harvest, to carry out 
drainage work, and similar work necessary in agriculture. Once in a while we had 
also had a home evening. We also rode. Our duty was carried on without arms. We 
only had four small caliber guns which were used now and then for pure sport, aiming 


and shooting exercises. Neither I nor the members of my Sturm had individually or 


as a group carried on military maneuvers with a troop unit of the Wehrmacht. We 


never thought and I never instructed my SA people to the effect that the National 
Socialist leaders intended to attack another state. Most of the people of my Sturm 
had lived through the time before 1933 with unemployment and doubts concerning the 


further employment in their firm. I had no occasion to do so, but on the other 


hand it would have been completely senseless to speak with farmers and craftsmen 
/ 
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about such a subject. My people would have rejected completely any such train of 
thought. Service with the SA did not help the SA man to procure advantages in the 
Wehrmacht. Of the 100 or 120 members of my Pioneer Sturm only one single one was 
recruited for a pioneer troop. My training concerned the following points as to 
philosophy of life: 

l. I asked the SA men to help one another as comrades regardless of any 
possible personal differences of opinion, saying that every one would have to 
take the part of every one else, 

2. As to the racial laws I taught my people that they should not let themselves 
be influenced when selecting the woman they intended to marry by money mmx but rather 
by the health and character of the woman. 

3. I suffered no lie and told the people to be truthful. I neither opposed 
the Jews nor incited others against them. We never took any part in actions of any 
kind against the Jews, nor have we ever received any order or request by our superior 
office to do so. We also did not repeat any such order on the 9th or 10th of 
November 1938. 

Members of our Sturm were not asked to withdraw church membership nor was 
propaganda for this made. There was in my Sturm, among others, one member of a 


church community council. £ We never felt ourselves restricted in our religious 


freedom of thought in connection with our SA membership, not even in the very 


slightest degree," 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Is there any objection to the affidavit of Wolfgang 
Gutekunst as submitted by the Defense? 

MR. BARRINGTON: No objection,

l. The special training which the SA engineers received besides the regular

mine accidents, traffic accidents, water accidents, etc.) 

b. The construction of buildings for party demonstrations (for instance, 
building of bridges, reviewing stands, road blocks during Gau Party Days, Kreis 
Party days, and similar occasions.) 

c, For carrying out of other duties where technical experts were needed, 
(For instance, for demolitions for the salvaging of materials, for building of 
relief projects, such as SA settlements, national socialistic welfare settlements, 
etc, ) 

de Professional training of SA men as expdrts (for instance, training 
of miners and stone quarry workers to be demolition experts, and the carrying out 
of training schools for welders and tailors, etc.) 

There was an order by the Group Engineer leader from the year 1934 or 1935 whereby 
SA engineer units were to make special catastrophe plants in order to insure the 
fastest and best use of the SA. 

2, The materials available to the SA engineers for training purposes were not 
sufficient or suitable for even a premilitary training. It was forbidden express- 
ly to use anything but civilian training material, an order which brought about a 
complete separation from the military field, Examinations such as for instance 
the examination of demolition experts were carried out by the responsible civil 
administration, 

3. Just how little regard was given the SA engineer certificate, which was 


introduced in 1937 or 1938, is proved clearly by the fact that upon drafting into 
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the Army this certificate was virtually not considered at all. The military 
circles drafted the people to the various branches of the Army according to 
entirely different principles." 
COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Is there any ob jection to the affidavit of Carl 
Heinz Michels as submitted by the Defense? 
MR. BARRINGTON: No objection.

The schools of the chief of the education system also do not in any way show 
the military character as it is seen by the prosecution.

2. Goal: To receive the SA sports badge, selection of usable teachers for 
the various occupation and examination certificates. 
3. Teaching Plan: Basic training for formal drills as far as it was necessary 
for an entire unit. Early morning sports, medicine ball, the official training for 


the sports badge, small caliber rifle firing, ideological eduction (world, race 


and home education, explanation of sexual matters, the healthy marriage ,) further-

he Relation to the SA: office of the Chief of the Education System was 
founded 1.10.33 as a section of the highest SA Leadership but already at the end 
of 1933 or the beginning of 1934 it became independent with its seat in Berlin. 
The relation to the SA as well as to the Army was not friendly. In 1934 the 
director of the Office of the Chief of the Education System, Krueger, remained in 


his position under the condition that he could leave the Party and SA. While 
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mos, of the teaching staff of the schools became unemployed when the schools were 
dissolved in the summer of 1935, since attempts to employ these people in the Army 
were fruitless, Krueger entered the SS," 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Is there any objection to the affidavit of Heinrich 
Hohm as submitted by the Defense? 

WR. BARRINGTON: No objection.

The same is the case with the Reich Leadership Schools and the Group Schools. 
They were not military schools whose goal was to prepare for an aggressive war. I 
quote from the affidavit: 

"Subject: There were the following schools in the SA mentioned in the indictment. 
1. The Reich Leadership School, Munich, 
2. The two Reich Schools - Vienna and Dresden. 
3. 26 Group Schools, 

The Reich Leadership School in Munich was intended for Standarten Leaders and 
men of higher rank and submitted proof of ability and for their education, also 
political and ideological training, sports, Army sports, hardship sports (courage 
examinations.) 

The two Reich schools in Vienna and Dresden were intended for courses for 


Sturmbannfuehrers, as well as for general examination courses of Standartenfuehrers 


and higher, as well as fhe education needed to supervise the courses for the S^ 


sports badge and Army sports badge. (Examination certificate, so-called 'P-Certifi- 
cates.') With the exception of the 'hardship sports! the training was the same as 


the one listed above in the Reich Leadership School, Munich. 
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In the 26 Group Schools "under leaders! (Scharfuehrer) and leaders (Sturmfuehrer) 
were trained; they also issued training certificates for the SA sports badge (teaching 
certificates, so-called Le-certificates.) Also education for the fighting of 
catastrophies (storms, floods, fires, water breaks, fighting of insects, as for 
instance the Borken insect 1937 in the Taunus, the capturing of criminals, as for 
instance, the Berlin underground murders of 1940-1941.) 

I myself have visited the following schools: In July 1936 the Group School in 
Mannheim for two weeks. In this case it was a ‘training course.' Among the subjects 
taught were sports, Army sports, fighting of catastrophies, and ideological and 
historical questions. In February 1937 I visited the Reich Leadership School in 
Dresden for two weeks, In this case it was a course to obtain an examination certificate 
for the SA sports badge (P.-certificate.) Sports and military sports were carried out 
in connection with the requirements for this badge. 

Tn none of these schools were any courses where sakes of the Army participated 
as teachers or pupils. They were purely SA matters in order to aid the education and 
promotion of its own men. In none of these schools was there any talk of a planned 
aggressive war with the goal of destruction or of reacquiring lost colonies. As far 
as the Versailles Treaty, the colonies, or the 'Lebensraum! (living space) of the 
German people was discussed, it was a matter of fact that these national goals and 
wishes should not be obtained by way of force and war, but rether through peaceful 
negotiations, 

I do not know of anything which could make the course in a leadership school a 
preparation for an aggressive war. I never thought that the courses could have such 
a goal. I can say the same for my comrades who visited the schools with me. During 


my activity in the highest SA leadership and otherwise, I did not have any 


indications that the courses in the schools were to prepare for an aggressive war," 
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MR. BARRINGTON: Who is August Gies - what was his position? 

DR. ASCHENAUER: He was Sturmfuehrer and was head of a Sturm up to 9 
November 1934. After that he was consultant with the Supreme SA Leadership. In 
this function he visited the schools about which he has written this affidavit. 

WR. BARRINGTON: Was he involved in the educational organization of the SA? 

DR. ASCHENAUER: He was trained as such. Any man in the SA who was given 


an educational task was trained in one of these schools. He is therefore qualified 


to speak as to how he was trained in these schools on questions of education, 


MR. BARRINGTON: Am I right in understanding that he was only a student 
and not one of the organizers? 

DR. ASCHENAUER: That is not quite correct. In order to become an 
organizer he first had to be a student and after this training he was such an 
organizer, 

MR. BARRINGTON. Thank you. No objection.

The Reich Board 
for Youth Training was created to a degree by the Reich Government in the year 1932. 
Besides SA members, members of the Reichsbanners, the Stahlhelm, and other non- 
national socialist youth organizations participated, The training in the courses 
of the Reich Board for Youth Training were almost exactly the same as the requirements 
for the SA sports badge which was later carried out and which became the basis for 
the SA service." 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Is there any ob jection to the affidavit of Otto 
Barthold as submitted by the Defense? 


MR. BARRINGTON: No objection.

I quote: "I declare that 
in this course for Standartenfuehrers it was pointed out several times that it would 
not agree with the duties and goals of the SA if religion, race, and foreign political 
questions were discussed or even taught; therefore, it was robidden to discuss these 
matters or to permit discussions of these matters. As far as religion was concerned, 
anyone within the SA could do as he pleased and he would not be hindered in any way. 
To discuss race questions is not the duty of the SA. For that other institutions of 
the NSDAP had been created, and foreign policies were directed solely by the Fuehrer," 

COMMISSIONER TAYIOR: Is there any objection to the affidavit of Rudolf 
Stange submitted by the Defense? 

MR. BARRINGTON: No objections.

The SA did not intend an aggressive war. I quote from the affidavit from which 
it is evident that persons which predicted a revenge war were excluded from the SA 
upon the request of the highest leadership. "In the village of Lindach, the Sturm- 
fuehrer, Scherer, led the SA Sturm in 1933. Several SA men reported to me that 


Scherer carried out his training almost purely on a military basis and that he 
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talked repeatedly of a 'war of revenge.! Since I as an old Party member knew that 
Hitler did not wish that and that it was forbidden by the SA leadership, I entered this 
SA Sturm disregarding my wounds from the War in order to check on the truth of this 
report personally. After I had found out that the reports of the SA men were actually 
correct, I made report concerning this matter to Sturmbannfuehrer Meyer in Schwaeb, 
Gmuend, and to the PENARI E? Kreisleiter. Thereupon, Scherer was immediately re- 
lieved of his duty." 

VR. BARRINGTON: I object to this affidavit. I submit that it is a case 
of merely personal defense as to what this particular leader did in a certain case. 
All he is really jive is that he himself knew that Hitler did not wish the SA to 
be seam trained in an atmosphere a aggressive war, which piece of evidence does not 
take the matter any further at all. 

DR. ASCHENAUER: May I say something to this? I am not quite of the 
opinion of the prosecutor for if he would turn to the last two sentences he will 
notice that it is general and not only personal. It says "After I had found out 
that the reports of the SA men were actually correct, I made report concerning this 
matter to Sturmbannfuehrer Meyer in Schwaeb.Gmuend, and to the responsible Kreisleiter. 
Thereupon Scherer was immediately relieved of his duty." If a report is made an ex- 
pulsion can take place only on the basis of general directives, This proves that 
here we are not concerned with an individual case. 

COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: The objections of the Prosecution to the affidavit as 
submitted will be noted and the affidavit will be marked Allgemeine-SA No. 38 for

From these personal conver- 
sations T know that Lutze was completely removed from any war propaganda whatsoever, 
He did not believe that it was the mission of the SA to be trained in a military 
fashion or even to make a militia of it. He always bluntly rejected any such 
thoughts."

I quote: "Particularly sig- 
nificant of the attitude of the SA is the reaction to the Tyrol and Alsace-Iorraine 
question (among others also the declaration of Hitler after the Saar Plebiscite 
that now he had no further territorial claims on France;) immediate and energetic 
prohibition of all discussions concerning Tyrolese and Alsacian questions wherever 
such discussions kindled up; emphasis of the fact that in this case the sacrifice 
was a foreign political one, that had to be made in any case for the sake of 
European peace. As a result all discussions of this topic ceased within & very 


short time, 
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2. My SA Fuehrers knew about me: 

a. That in 1933 (as SA man but not as a party member) I was threatened 
by party members with dismissal from office and concentration camp detention while 
I was a commissary school counsellor at the Paedagogic Academy in Frankfurt on Main 
on the basis of a fka false report that had been made about me by Yrs. von Witzleben, 
whose superior I was. (Mrs. von Witzleben is still today principal of the Comenius 
School in Frankfurt, See enclosed report.) 

b. That in 1935 as president of the University of Giessener I caused the 
downfall of the entire corrupt and rampant student leadership group (among them the 
head of students himself who was an SA Fuehrer.) 

c. That, as co-editor of the magazine "Glaube & Volk in der Entscheidung" 
(Faith and a Nation in the Decisive Stage) (together with the Professors of Theology 
Bornkamm and Haenchen-Giess and Gogarten and Bayer of Leipzig) and as author of the 
essay "Christian Responsibility" (1934, in its appendix among others the many unjust 
dismissals from office of decent men -- "there are also Jews among them" =- were 
branded as injustices) I was exposed to various animosities of individual party- 
members, The censorship office of the Reichs Office for the Promotion of German 
Literature (either of Goebbels or Rosenberg's Department) also forbade me any further 
collaboration, 

de That after the appearance of my book's first edition "Why Education 
in Spite of Inheritance?" (Teubner, Leipzig 1935) the Office for Racial Policy of 
the NSDAP sent a negative criticism to all its branch offices of the Gaus. 

e. Xmwxyxmxxyx That, on the occasion of a serious attack by the then 
DC-Pishop Dietrich of Darmstadt (directed to Gauleiter Sprenger) made on me as 
president of a university and on my school of theology, I succeeded in having the 
anonymity cleared up and replied in no uncertain terms ('the Bishop is a liar!) to 


the Gauleiter and the Reichsministry of Science, 
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In all these cases mentioned under 'a"to'e'as known to my SA Fuehrers, no 
SA office ever tried to interfere or called me to account by any reprimand, reproach, 
warning, or even threat. 

In all this I have not only found again and again, within the SA and those 
of its Fuehrers known to me, the expression of a decent and humane attitude, but 
above all also the recognition of the fact that the Party and its organizations did 
not represent a finished and complete setup with all its members directed towards a 
standard scheme and this a possibly criminal aim as seems to be represented again and 
again by the Nurnberg prosecution in a disastrous fashion, but rather a uniting of 
millions of Germans for the purpose of constructing a just social order of the 
nation; a uniting, therefore, within which the large number of members of the most 
various religious, social and professional origin alone placed upon each individual 
as task and law of action the fight within the Party." 

MR. BARRINGTON: It is my submission that Part 2 of the Summary of No. 40 
is entirely a question of an individual defense. It says "My SA Fuehrers knew about 
me:" and then it mmmx gives five different things they knew about him personally. 

If this is simply meant to show what his subordinates had in the way of information 
to guide their own thoughts its probative value is very remote. I object to it 
because it seems to me it is merely personal defense of Gerhard Pfahler. 

DR. ASCHENAUER: ‘This affidavit is not a personal defense but it shows 
Clearly what the attitude of the SA Leadership Group was to the questions now at 


issue before this Court. If the SA had been the terrorist organization that it is 


supposed to have been and if it had involved the personal convictions and free will 


of its members, then Gerhard Pfahler would have had to be excluded from the SA. 
Therefore, this affidavit shows that the SA was not an organization that put com- 
pulsion on the personal convictions of its members but an organization in which 


every member could think and believe what he wished. In paragraph d we are shown 
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the broadminded attitude of the SA towards racial questions.

in the hands cf SA physicians, were taken care of just as 
well as the German ones without regard for race or origin, 
There were even voices to be heard within the German workers 
groups that maintained that the foreigners were being treat- 
ed better. The x-ray experiments that were carried out over 
a period of yars were also carried out on tbe foreign 
workers as well as on the German onese Proof of this can 
be given at any time, In one large engine works cf the 
German railroads that I took care of and in which there 
were continually 1500 laborers quartered, only three people 
died within a period of three years. Among them was a 
Polish mkmmmxxwk woman who was 84 years old, who was 


given her bread to eat and never asked to do any work,

ASCHENAUER: Next is Group N of Affidavits, 
Rffidmxitxua.xAixmydXukkxsxüntExswzkpxsfxKmkkXmmzx concerning 
the disciplinary regulations of the SA submitted by the 
Prosecution. 

Affidavit No, 64 by Julius Ruttkowsky of Koblenz, 
Chief d' the Court of the Supreme SA Leadership. I mote 
from the affidavit: 

As responsible head of the SA disciplinary 


jurisdiction (in representation since 1940 and definitely 


since April, 1941) I had as well as Chief of Staff, Lutze, 


who died on the 2nd of May, 1945, and also from his suc- 
cessor Schepmann peceivéd the instruction to carry out dis- 
ciplinary proceedings completely objectively without regard 
for the person against criminal, dishonor able or anti-dis- 
ciplinary elements. 


These directives were exactly adhered to and 
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controlled by the court of the Supreme SA Fuehrer, as well 
also by the subordinate courts of the groups. 

While up to the year 1959 no codified regulations con- 
cerning proceedings or law were available and the proceedings 
were rather carried on according to general directives and 
regulations as well as en a basis of general service regula- 
tions, the newly founded SA trial procedure and the complaint 
procedure fre formed since 1959 the procedure and legal basis 
for all trials. 

According to this, the SA did not have any pos sibility 
to prosecute delinguents of any kind jurtzid juridicially, 
as for example could be done by the SS and Police Courts w to 
a certain extent bythe labor service. SA jurisdiction, as 
explained below, only appeared in a subsidiary d secondary 
manner, 

While lighter cases that could lead either to a simple 
or stricter warning because of opposition to discipline œ 
offense against law and œ der and could be punished by the 
Fuehrers of the units, all cases that could lead t the ex- 
pulsion or penal dismissal from the SA were tried before 
group courts or the courts of the supreme Så Fuehrer, 

The group court was competent for all cases against 
SA men and Fuehrer up to the rank of Haupttruppfuehrer; 


the court of the highest SA Fuehrer was competent for all 


cases from sturmfuehrer on and upwards, There was a pos- 


sibility of appeal to the decision of the group courts by 
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handing them on to the courts of the supreme SA Fuehrer. This 
latter possibility was done away with during the war because 
of the lack of personnel occasioned by the war, 

The decisions made by the group courts, or by the court 
of the highest SA Fuehrer, became effective during tbe extent 
of the war, while in normal times they would have to be sub- 
mitted by the judge for confirmation to the Fuehrer or the 
chief ofstaff. 

Applications for making up any procedure had to be made 
by the judge, that is by the Fuehrer of the group œ the chief 
of staff to the competent court. 

If such an application had been received, the execution 
of the proceedings was taken out of the hands of the judge 
so that the court would be in a position to carry out the 
proceedings objectively od make legal decisions. According 
to ‘paragraph 15 of the SA court procedure, the decision could 


be as follows: (1) a simple reprimand, (2) strict reprimand, 


(3) arrest, (4) penal dismissal from the SA, (5) expulsion 


from the SA, 

After the SA court procedure came into effect, the 
sentencing by the arrest was immediately forbidden again 
as this form of punishment was against the cheracter of the 
SA. 

While a sehtence fa expulsion from the SA had as a 
condition dishonar able behaviour of the defender, this was 


not necessary for a penal dismissal. For example, concern- 
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ing more serious offenses against law and order, Expulsion 


of penal dismissal fromthe SA had to take place if (1) a valid 


sentence of the party courts was at hand that had sentenced 


the person to be removed from the party, or (2) a valid sen- 


tence of an ordinary court, of a martial court @ an adminis- 
trative court, and if the case was one of dishonarary be- 
haviour. if the latter was doubtful, the court of the supreme 
SA Fuehrer had to make the decision to which the courts of 

the group were bound, 

A valid and close proceeding could be taken up again 
inbehalf of as well as against the person convicted if after 
the passing of sentence undisputed facts became known that 
necessitated a change of sentence, 

Re-admission to the SA of a person who had been legally 
expelled from the SA could only be carried out by spplying 
for pardon to the chief of staff, 

SA Fuehrer and men, who had been convicted according 
to the penal file s of the competent prosecutor's office hmmEsRxX 
because of dishonorary behaviour, had to be removed fromthe 
SA by the proper personnel division after hearings by the 
SA courts, 

A considerable restriction in SA jurisdiction took 
place in 1944 by reason of the instructions of the party 
chancellory (Reichsleite Bormann) according to which 
expulsion or penal dismissal fromthe SA could only be 


carried out if the party courts had previously decided 
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this on the basis of the evidence at hand and had passed 
sentence to remo e the defendant from the party. 

Thés regulation was the predecessor of the final cancel= 
lation {€ the entire chain of jurisdiction as intended by 
Reichsleiter Bormann and as has been repeatedly and clearly 
expressed. By means of the strict, but just handling of SA 
court measures, the removal of criminal am unclean characters 
from the SA was secured and the possibility of offense was 
restPicted to the humanly least possible degree. 


There was a possibility of appeal, according to the 


appealreguletion against disciplinary decisions of the 


unit leaders, when lighter offenses against discipline and 
orders were concerned to the next higher disciplinary superior. 
The procedure for such an appeal was regulated in the appeal 
regulations.

done by such & man as Julius Ruttkowsky, who was head chief 
of the disciplinary division. This misunderstanding is brought 
out by all the charges ihe by the Prosecution and it has to 
becleared up and the disciplinary tmx regulations or jur isdiction 
of the SA must be explained, for it might also be that the 
Prosecution has put all disciplinary regulations at it's dis- 
posal.

The aquatic training with tho Naval SA man cannot bc compared in any way 
with the military training of tho ‘Jar Navye Service in tho Naval SA was 
Circotod towards aquatic officicncy while the service in the War Navy special- 
ized itself after a short ronoral trainine in more than twonty yoars of train- 


inge 
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Neither several years mombership to a Naval SA unit nor attendance at a 
Naval SA school, which usually lasted two to three weeks, was evaluate? as 
preparation for the war navye 

The heac of the Reich school in Kiel was not a graduate of the war navy 
but of the merchant navy and had formerly been head of an aquatic sport train- 
ing school. 

It only happened rarely for an SA man to join the war mavye As the war 
navy was recruited, especially among young volunteers, but the Naval SA accept- 
ed only men over eighteen years of age, this alone was reason for the fact that 
entry of the SA man into tho war fleot was restricted to very individual cases.

We were also omployed to 
help curing the harvest, to carry out drainare work, and similar work necessary 
in agriculture.

which were used now anc then for pure sport, aiming and shootin: exercises. 


Neither I nor the mombors of my Sturm had individually or as a group carried 


on military maneuvers with a troop unit of the Vehrmacht. We never thought 
and I never instructed my SA people to the effect that the “ational Socialist 
leaders intended to attack another state. Most of the people of my Sturm 
had lived throuch the time before 1933 with unemployment and doubts concerning 
the further cmployment in thcir firme I had no occasion to do so, but on the 
othor hand it woul? have beon completcly senseless to speak with farmers and 
craftsmen about such a subjecte My people would have rejected completely any 
such trainof thoucht. Service with the SA did not help tho SA man to procure 
advantages in the "ohrmacht,. Of the 100 or 120 members of my Pioneer Sturm 
only one single one wes recruited for a pioncer troope My training concerned

2e Às to the racial laws I taught my people that they should not let

3. I suffered no lio an? told tho people to be truthful. I noither 


opposed the Jews nor incited others arainst them. “Jc nover took any part in 
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actions of any kind against the Jews, nor have we ever received any order or 
request by our superior office to do SO» We also did not repeat any such 
order on the 9th or 10th of November 1958, 

Mombers of our Sturm were not asked to withdraw church membership nor was 
propaganda for this made. There was in my Sturm, among others, one member of 
o church community council. ‘Je mover felt ourselves restricted in our 
religious freedom of thought in connection with our SA membership, not even in 
the very slightest dogroe,'

Various inmates of 
the camps were severely maltreated by tre guards. I did not learn of this until 
1935 during tho trial before the District Court in Dresden. I don't remember the 
crimes in detail but still know exactly that they had not been ordered by the SA 
Leadership. they were the work of the :- itical l adership in Saxony. I can fur- 
ther testify truthfully that Obergruppenfuchrer von Killings who lived in rather 
tense relationship with the political leaders of Saxony, handed the matter over 
via the Supreme SA Leadership to the regular courts when he was informed of the 
excesses in Camp Hohenstein, He made the SA administration and guards responsible 
and had legal investigations made which resulted in severe penal sentences for 
the SA men and Zuchrer,. As far as I remember the camp commandant, Si Oberstur"bam- 
fuchrer Jacnnige, received a sentence of six years! penal servitude, and his rep- 
resentative Oberstumfuchrer "riodrich four years. Tho Court files of District Cour! 
Dresden give proof of this.

At the reception in 
the Town Hali in unoch, whore I sat next to Federston Godley he said to a ques- 
tion of nino concorning any further wishes of the delegation. "lhe English press 
writes that we will be showing everything in Germany but not the Concentration 
Camp Dachau," I reported this to the Bavarian Minister of the Interior Gauleiter 
Wagner, who was present, and from him got yhe permission for an immediate visit 
of the delegation to the Concentration Camp Dachau, We left imnediately. the 


English delgation and I as the sole companion in order to reachhDachau as a surpris: 
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and before the other guests. there tho guard had not as yet been informed of 


our authorized visit, the camp comnan/-nt had to be called first and was.sur- 
prised when I presented to him the written permission of the Minister of the 
Interior for this sudden visit that hz? not been announced, The "nglish guests 
asked for complete freedom of movement without being accompanied by anyone in 
tho campe “nd also to be able to ask questions of the inmates of the camp, This 
was allowed and the guards inside the camp were recalled, and only tho outer 
guards were still left. I was quite surprised about this magnaninity of the camp 
commandant, because this was the very “irst time I myself was in Dachau, about 
which I had heard the most contradictory things. Tho first buildin: that the 
Englishmen wanted to visit was the kitchen, which, because it was Sunday after- 
noon, was closed. The head of the kitchen, who was called, then showed us a moden 
kitchen with cooking and fryinz installations, the butchery in which were slagh- 
tered calves, pigs, and parts of cattle. e e ,

From larch until September, 1939, I was employed as Vice President 
at the Senior President's office in Hanover. Frome, Chicf of Staff, Lutze, 
of the SA was senior president at that time. He called ma up on the morning 
of the 9th or lOth of November, 1938, from Berlin, and voiced to me excited- 
ly and argued his disapproval concerning the excesses against Jewish fims 
in the province of Hanover, and commissioned me particularly to investigate 
such a case in Wesemmendo personallye I went there immediately but was 
told there that the Gestapo had taken up investigation, and, thereupon 
demanded of the head of the Gestapo office that he hand over the material 
concerning events to m, referring to the personal request of Lutze to mee 
The head of the Gestapo office told me that he was not allowed to hand over 
the files in question to me by reason of a special order of his superior 
office, not even to the senior presidente When I reported this, the S P 
was very much angered by this, Ho asserted that he would make use of all the 
influence at his command with the central office so as to bring about the 
conviction of those guilty in a regular trial.
